Communication From The Mayor

a. Mayor Duke Bennett presented information concerning the CTAR report for
2017 and the City’s response to the 1782 Notice for 2018. He explained how grants
worked and how the re-imbursement process happened. Mayor Bennett responded
that the plan was to reduce the general fund deficit another fifty percent. He stated
the plan was to hopefully open the Margaret overpass in 2019. Mayor Bennett
stated there were problems with the software for the railroad app but that it was
being corrected. He stated the Controller’s Office had a small staff and was also in
the midst of a software conversion.

b. Councilperson Karrum Nasser asked Mayor Bennett about police grants. He
also asked if the deficit would have been addressed if the Department of Local
Government Finance had not required the City to address it. Councilperson Nasser
asked how the process of finalizing the 1782 notice worked. He also asked when the
Margaret Overpass would be completed and the status of the railroad app. Mayor
Bennett stated a committee was being formed concerning selling the Waste Water
Treatment Plant and the entire process for reviewing this proposal may take up to
two years. He stated there would be public hearings if the sale of the Waste Water
Treatment Plant moved forward.

c. Councilperson Martha Crossen asked if the City was re-assured of re-

imbursements for the grants. She also asked if the financial reports would arrive in
